“The tea question will be considerably  re- 
lieved about the end of the year, but im the 
meantime there will be an inevitable shortage 
in supplies.” This is the considered judgment 
of a gentieman who knows more, perbaps, than 
any other person in Dublin ae to the present 
situation in the tea trade. An immense quan- 
tity of tea is now awaiting shipment in India, 
Ceylon, and China, but the great difficulty in 
the way of its transport to the United hing- 
dom is, of course, the world shortage of cargo 
boats. Arraogemenuts have now been made vy 
the Government for the future import of an 
adequate supply for civilian consumption, but 
some time must elapse before these arrange- 
ments bear fruit in the markets. Until this 
takes place consumers must make the best pro- 
vision they can for tiding over the period of 
stringency. 

The great bulk of the tea imports has 
hitherto been handled in London, Liverpool, 
and Glasgow. The usual arrangement made 
by the comphratively few people who  con- 
trolled thie trade was to warehouse the car- 
goes and then eell the tea in large or small 


packages to wholesale houses, with a storage ' 


rent of three to six months paid. In this way 
traders were able to keep their stock ware- 
housed until it was required. This practice was 
largely followed in Dublin, and in pre-war 
years it is stated there were never less than 
about 12,000 chests stored in the Custom House 
Docks warehouses between September and 
January. At the present moment, a merchant 
informs us, there are not 2,000 chests in store. 
Large quantities of tea, however, come direct 
from the cross-Channel steamers io the mer- 
chants’ stores, so that the supply 

available is greater than the figure in rm 
the public storehouse would Íead one to sup- 
pose. in the firet year of the war the Kmden

The present scarcity of tea in England has 
intefrupted the continuance of 
this direct trading. Since August last only two 
comparatively big parcels of tea have been re- 
ceived in Dublin, but advices have been  re- 
ceived of the arrival in an English port of 
1000 packages consigned to this city. 
coneignmente have been promised, 
and pending delivery merchants and consu- | 
mers must do the best they can with what 
is available. 

We are assured that in 
shortage is even more keenly felt than it is in 
Ireland. In this country a better clasa of tea 
is demanded. In the West and North-West of 
ireland, especially, as much as 3s. and 4s per 
pound is paid, while people in a similar station 
in life in England and Scotland are content 
with tea at ls. 10d. per pound, or as cheap as 

can get it.

FIGHTING ON THE 
ITALIAN FRONT. 


GERMAN TROOPS IN 
ACTION. 


GENERAL CADORNA’S 
CONFIDENCE. 

There appears to be renewed activity on the 
Italian front. General Cadorna an- 
nounces that large bodies of enemy 
troops, chiefly Germans, are massed at 
Various points. 

The Germans, who for the first time issue a 
communigué referring to the Italian 
front, confirm this, and already claim to 
have captured certain Italian positions. 

General Cadorna is confident of the prepared- 
ness of his troops to mect the new 
situation. 


Italian Official.—The enemy has concentrated 
strong forces on our front for offensive purposes. 
A largo proportion of these troops and material 
are German. However, the blow of the enemy 
will find us steady and prepared. 

During the night the increased intensity of 
artillery fire on vanous portions of the Julian 
front, and a heavy bombardinent, mostly with 
heavy gas shells, between the Rombon and the 
northern portion of the Buainsizza’ plateau 
marked the beginning of the attack, Owing to 
the bad weather, however, the hostile fire de 
creased towards dawn, together with the violent 
bursts of fire of our batteries. 

German Official.—The fighting activity has per- 
ceptibly revived in the Tyrolian Carnia and 
Isonzo. German artille ry took part in the firing 
battle, and German and Austro-Hungarian in- 
fantry this morning captured the foremost 
Italian positions near the Flitch Tolmino and 
in the northern portion of Bainsizz; plateau. 


WORK OF BRITISH GUNNERS.

“BUSINESS SMALL, 
OUR FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wepnespar. 
There was no considerable volume of business 
‘on the Stock Exchange. Investment operators 
feel increasingly the effects of the steady flow 
of subscriptions into the new War Bonds. The 
movement of capital in this direction will pro- 
bably increase as the result of the utterances 
the Prime Minister and others in connection 
with the new national economy campaign. 
Thus, while underlying market conditions are 
healthy, the narrowness of operations makes 
values ry náir to even a trifling volume of 
eel ers. The war news to-day was help- 
ful, the improvement in Russian advices being 
especially liked. The appearance of the Gilt- 
ed Department wds firm. There was no 
change in the 5 per cent. and 31 per cent. War 
Loans, but the + per cent. Loan added - at 
100%, and Consols advanced 4 to 564. Miscel- 
laneous gilt-edged issues presented few features 
of interest. There was support for Indian Go- 
vernment issues, the 3} per cent. holding 
around 65}, and the Threes around 56. The 
2} per cent. Irish Land Loan was firm, dealings 
being up to 544, though the finish was slightly 
below that level. The 3 per cent. Loan was 
firm at. 581. Local Loans Stock changed hands 
either side of 60. In the Colonial list the ten- 
dency was steady. 


MINING MARKET FAIRLY GOOD. 

There was no important volame of business in 
the Mining Market, though features of cheerfulness 
developed in more than one direction. Among 
Kaffirs Finance Shares enjoyed some firmness, but 
the Far Eastern Rand Shares were chiefly {evoured. 
East Rand Mining were good on the news that 
Rand American Syndicate had put in the sole 
tender for the Eastern Geduld area, the acquisition 
of which will mean a great addition to the prospects 
of the group. Rhodesians were well supported, bat 
Diamonds inclined to dulness. There was net much 
doing among Westralians, and Russians hung fire. 
Silver descriptions were uninteresting, while the 
bake metal group enjoyed a firm undertone. The 
price of tin recovered 5/- per ton.

ARGENTINA.

HIGH EXCHANGE RATES. a 


The twenty-ninth annual general meeting of 
shareholders in the Anglo-South American Bank, 
Ltd., was held yesterday at Winchester House, 
Old Broad street, London, EC. Sir Robert 
Harvey (Chairman of the Bank) presided. . 

The Secretary (Mr. A. K. Raphael) having 
read the notice convening the meeting and the 
auditors’ report, 

The Chairman said—Gentlemen, you will 
observe that up till now 173 of our men have 
joined the forces. The losses in killed and 
wounded and prisoners ere, unfortunately, 55 
persons, and our deep sympathy goes forth to 
the relatives of those who have given their lives 
on the field of honour. 

The chief financial event of the year has been 
the issue of the “ Victory Loan,” of which 
£2,000,000,000 was taken up, including conver- 
sions; and I may tell you that we took £500,000 
ourselves, and were the means of bringing 
£1,500,000 ‘from our customers. I have pre- 
viously directed your attention to the fact that 
our profit-earning capacity depends very much 
on the margin of interest « btainable in South 
America over that current here, and as th 
has been a plethora of money in the principal 
countries of that Continent, and more particu- 
larly in Argentina, you will recognise the in- 
creasing difficulty which has been experienced 
in maintaining our gross profits by the medium 
of business in local advances and discounts. 
This difficulty has been increased by the fact 
that, as such loans and discounts are principally 
based upon the importation of commodities in 
which there has been a very large decrease 
during the period of the war, there was a great 
restriction in the amount of sound business 
offered./ As an indication of the increase in the 
amount of money available, 1 may mention that 
the deposits held by the banks in the Argentine 
now total about 1,800,000,009 dollars, as against 
1,590,000,000 dollars a year ago, and 1,200,000,000 
in 1914 before the outbreak of war, and we 
have — our full proportion of the develop- 
ment. Happily, the decreased earuing power in 
local advances has been compensated b oppor 
tunities in other departmetits of our business, 
and we are pleased to tell you that, besides the 
ordinary commercial transactions, we have con- 
tinued to obtain a fair share of the finance of 
the shipments of commodities necessary for tbe 
use of our own and the Allied coun‘ries in food- 
stuffs, raw material, nitrate, and metallic sub- 
stances necessary for national purposes, the 
value of which—already large during the year 
ended June, 1916—has again nn. Bl in- 
creased during the seriel now under review. 
The condition of internal affairs in the Argentine 
is not satisfactory. Industrial unrest has cul- 
minated in strikes of such a serious character 
that the railways entirely ceased running for 
several weeks, and there has been destruction of 
pro rt y belonging to the railways, due mainly 
to ack of energetic action on the part of the 
authorities. You will readily undorstand what 
a serious dislocation of business such an event 
aa this has caused, and we trust that the setile- 
ment will be of such a character as to preclude

SCIENCE IN LIGHTING. 
is rather astonishing, even the 
to learn by probing the matter 
how much progress has been made in the 
lighting of buildings during the last decade, 
and the business possibilities that lie in a 
proper lighting installation at business pre- 
mises. Very gratifying it is to find that 
Dublin is 
direction, and to learn the opinion of an 
expert that the lighting of Grafton street 
shop windows is as coll and as modern 4s 
that in the shopping centres of bigger cities 
than Dublin. There is much in this question 
that will repay study, and it is well for the 
man who is rebuilding his premises to give 
it attention at an early stage, for lighting 
arrangements are such as will benefit from 
being planned in relation to other details of 
building. It is eminently Wesirable, for the 
sake of convenience and the care of decora- 
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tions that the lighting of a building, natural 
or artificial, should not bean after thought, for 
much depends upon it, and the lighting ex- 


| pert should be given an opportunity to ex- 
| pound his ideas and make his plans. 


When 
time is taken by the forelock, the best 
arrangements can be made, probably at the 
same cost as bad ones. it may be pointed 
out, too, that correct methods of hghting not 
only secure the utmost efficiency by utilising 
light to the best advantage, but also prevent 
the use of light in a way which is not only 
wasteful and useless, but actually has the 
negative quality of preventing vision in the 
directions it is supposed to illuminate, so that 
correct methods are economical methods. 


Curiously enough, it is the recent production 
of the economical “‘ half-watt’’ lamp which 


is responsie for furthar economies than 
those which lie in its use. For a given elec- 
tric current the half-watt lamp is so much 
more brilliant than ite predecessors that it 


| forces the most thoughtless to have some re- 


gard for common-sense in lighting. 
The crime and folly of injuring innumer- 


| able eyes are even yet to be laid at the feet 


of shopkeepers who hang blinding uushaded 
lamps in their windows; but it is becaming 


‘recognised at last that it is quite simple to 


illuminate a window without any lamps being 
visible. Brilliant lights actually hide objects 
beyond them from sight, and a light too 
brilliant causes the pupil of the eye to close 
to protect the retina. The ideal in lighting is 
to illuminate without permitting the observer 
to be aware of the presence, much less the 
location, of illuminants, even sub-conscioasly. 
These points are made clear beyond all dis- 
pute in the show-rooms of a lighting firm in 
Dublin, and the demonstration is most in- 
teresting. Two single lamps of the same 
power—one merely covered with a shade, and 
the other fitted with a properly-designed re- 


| flector—illuminate a sheet of reading matter. 


Under the one the print looks dull, and calls 
for close attention to read; under the other 
the print is clear and sharp, and, if anything, 
there is light to spare. That is to say, a less 
lamp would serve. Still more 
interesting is a model shop window. One 
switch turns on two 100 c ** one-watt ”” 
lamps bung in the window, while an alter- 
native switch turns on a single 100 c.p 
‘*half-watt " lamp placed in the top frame- 
work of the window and fitted with a proper 
reflector Under the two lamps a perfectly 
clean linen handkerchief displayed a grey 
tinge, which certainly would not recommend 
the article for sale, while onder the single 
lamp it appeared a clear, sparkling white. A 
red handkerchief appeared quite a different 
shade by the one light than it did by the 
others—a point for haberdashers to consider. 
| BASEMENT TURNOVER DOUBLED. 

| After the demonstration, one could well 
| believe the statement of a bubineas man in 
the city who, after a year’s observation, 
| attributed a doubled turnover in a basement 
department to improvements carried out in 
| its lighting. Observant business men know 
| what toflea repel. or attract onstemers, ever 
| without the customers being aware of. the 
| cause, and it is not difficult to realise that 
'@ cheerful, well-diffused light is preferred to 
| gloom—or glare, affecting not only a decision 
as to whether one will look into a shop 
| window or will enter a shop, but also a de. 
, cision as to whether one will look at a cer- 
tain article or not. Much favour is now 
shown to indirect lighting, that is t0 say, 
the method of directing light upou ceilings 
and walls from concealed lamps, so that all 
ithe rays are reflected and diffused, and the 
eye ig troubled With no harsh, direct glare. 
The ways in which this is effected are many 
and ingenious, and should be planned to meet 
a cases. All of them have the com- 
mon advantage that they do away with the 
maze of suspensory arrangements and gus- 
taining brackets, which are frequently a 
source of danger, irritation, obstruction, and 
are also detrimental to the artistic effect, 
‘which is essential in a high-class shop or 
| public office or bank, and desirable, and even 
profitable, in those places seen only by em- 
ployés. Content among employés is an asset 
which cannot be valued in money. 

While indirect lighting is the principal 
method, it has been found advisable, til] the 
public become used to its features, to make 
use of direct lighting to some slight extent. 
Outside a shop, for instance, a few bright 
lights—-at a good height—form a beacon, and 
induce a halt on the part of pedestrians, 

while inside, a few brick 

placed, give an air of brilliancy to the place, 
though the indirect illumination would be 
otherwise quite sufficient. The matter is one 
for expert advice. A jeweller, for instance, 
requires a greater proportion of direct light- 
ing, for his sales depend largely on the sparkle 
of his wares. Lighting again is a very im- 
portant matter to a tobacconist. One tobac- 
conist's wares are much like those of another, 
and to score over his rivals he must make his 
window more attractive than theirs, and 
correct lighting is an essential support of 
clever window dressing. Incidentally one 
may observe that tobacconists are the most 
frequent friends of mere sm An artistic 
| window correctly lit, and therefore, restful to 
i the eve. is something with which patronage 
‘could be inoreesed. The character of the 
window display has also to be considered. 
Bootg and clothes, being dark, call for extra 
illumination. Se much for shops; business 
houses and offices are no less concerned. The 
well known Ferree test has shown that in 
three hours the efficiency of the eve drops by 
about five per cent. when nsed in daviight, 
about ten per cent. with indirect lighting, 
about 75 per cent.,
